In connection with the above-referenced patent application, enclosed please find a copy of 
the Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonpro visional Application and Check No. 21203 in the 
amount of $992.00 for the filing fee and surcharge, along with Declaration and Power of 
Attorney (9 total pages) for inventors, Keith E. Dionne, Craig R. Davis and John R. Peery. 

Inventor Robert Mosbauer has not been responsive in executing the Declaration.

The relevant background facts are set forth below, as is a Petition to Suspend or Waive 
the Rules Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.47(a). Check No. 7121 in the amount of $130.00 is attached 
for petition fees under 1.17(h). 

Statement of Facts 

Applicants' attorney filed the application without an executed Declaration on March 31, 
2004 as a Utility Conversion of Provisional Application No. 60/459,296 filed March 31, 2003. 
Applicants' attorney received a Notice File Missing Parts of NonProvisional Application dated 
June 14, 2004. 

Applicants' attorney forwarded a Declaration for Patent Application (with Power of 
Attorney) to each inventor individually on June 24, 2004 for execution. Inventors, Keith E. 
Dionne, Craig R. Davis and John R. Peery each executed a Declaration, the originals of which 
are enclosed herewith. 

Applicants' attorney was advised that the inventor Robert Mosbauer had left the employ 
of ALZA Corporation and, indeed, Mr. Mosbauer was a resident of Daly City, California at the 
time the application was filed after leaving the employ of ALZA Corporation where he was 
employed at the time of the filing of the provisional application. Applicants' undersigned 
attorney was provided an address in Daly City, California for Mr. Mosbauer, and Mr. Mosbauer 
was sent a Declaration for signature by Federal Express on June 24, 2004, with a preaddressed, 
postage prepaid envelope in which to return the executed document to Applicants' attorney. 
There was no indication whether or not Mr. Mosbauer actually received the Declaration, and 
telephone calls were placed to Mr. Mosbauer at least on September 8, 2004, October 13, 2004, 
November 9, 2004 and December 9, 2004. A message was left on October 13, 2004. No person 
answered the telephone at any of the foregoing times or responded to the messages left, and a 
Declaration executed by Mr. Mosbauer was not received by Applicants' attorney. 

On September 22, 2004, documents were sent to Mr. Mosbauer via e-mail from Cyndi S. 
King for both US and related foreign cases. Neither a response nor executed documents have 
been received for any of the US or related foreign cases causing Applicants' attorney to file a 
notarized copy of his Employment Agreement in place of the appropriate documents.

Since by October 13, 2004, Applicants were already in the first month of an extended 
time period for response to the Notice to File Missing Parts, another copy of the Declaration was 
sent to Mr. Mosbauer on October 13, 2004 with a preaddressed, postage prepaid envelope in 
which to return the executed document to Applicants' attorney, again by Federal Express, with 
delivery confirmation for the package. The Federal Express package was delivered on October 
14, 2004 at 1:21 PM. On the same date, documents were transmitted electronically to the Mr. 
Mosbauer's e-mail address. The Declaration executed by Mr. Mosbauer was not received by 
Applicants' attorney. 

Again, on November 9, 2004, Applicants were already in the second month of an 
extended time period for response to the Notice to File Missing Parts, another copy of the 
Declaration was sent to Mr. Mosbauer with a preaddressed, postage prepaid envelope in which to 
return the executed document to Applicants' attorney, again by Federal Express, with delivery 
confirmation for the package. The Federal Express package was delivered on November 10, 
2004 at 1:37 PM. Again, documents were transmitted electronically via e-mail. Again, the 
Declaration executed by Mr. Mosbauer was not received by Applicants' attorney. 

Finally, on December 9, 2004, Applicants were in the third month of an extended time 
period for response to the Notice to File Missing Parts, a copy of the Declaration was sent 
electronically to Mr. Mosbauer' s e-mail address. The Declaration executed by Mr. Mosbauer 
was never received by Applicants' attorney. 

The facts of the contact are set forth in the DECLARATION OF DEBRA L. MITCHELL 
REGARDING EFFORTS TO REACH INVENTOR ROBERT MOSBAUER enclosed herewith. 

To summarize the current situation, numerous contacts were made to the inventor, Robert 
Mosbauer, by Federal Express, e-mail and telephone by Debra L. Mitchell and Cyndi S. King, 
paralegals with TraskBritt, P.C. Declarations were received by Federal Express delivery on or 
around June 25, 2004, on October 14, 2004, and on November 10, 2004 as well as by e-mail and 
as attachments on September 22, 2004, October 13, 2004, November 9, 2004 and December 9, 
2004. Repeated attempted telephone contacts by Ms. Mitchell to Mr. Mosbauer have proven 
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fruitless, as nobody will answer the phone, and it is evident from Mr. Mosbauer's conduct that, 
for some unknown reason, he will not execute the Declaration. 

Accordingly, Applicants herein respectfully petition for suspension or waiver of the rules 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.47(a), and specifically for a waiver of the requirement for a Declaration 
executed by inventor Robert Mosbauer as it is apparent that he has de facto refused to execute 
and return to Applicants' attorney the Declaration received by him on the dates indicated above. 

Applicants submit herewith in response to the Notice to File Missing Parts: 

1) Copy of Notice to File Missing Parts of Application with application filing and 
surcharge fees; 

2) Declarations executed by Keith E. Dionne, Craig R. Davis and John R. Peery (9 total 

pages); 

3) Declaration by Debra L. Mitchell Regarding Efforts to Reach Inventor Robert 
Mosbauer with attached Exhibits A through E; 

4) The required fee under 37 C.F.R. 1.17(h) in support of the suspension or waiver of the 
rules pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.47(a); and 

5) A petition for a four month extension of time for response to the Notice to File Missing 
Parts of June 14, 2004 to and including December 14, 2004 and the required fee.

Upon receipt of a Notice File Missing Parts of NonProvisional Application dated June 14, 
2004, 1 prepared and sent Declarations for Patent Application (with Power of Attorney) on June 
24, 2004 to each inventor individually at addresses provided by ALZA Corporation, as each 
inventor was no longer in the employee of the company (See Exhibit A). Correspondence was

course, I received executed documents from inventors, Keith E. Dionne, Craig R. Davis and John 
R. Peery. 

When documents were not received by Mr. Mosbauer, I attempted to contact him 
regarding the status of returning the executed Declaration. Using a home telephone number 
provided by an ALZA Corporation representative and confirmed by an internet locator service, I 
called Mr. Mosbauer on September 8, 2004. Contact was again made to the inventor on 
September 22, 2004, by Cyndi S. King by sending documents to his last-known e-mail address 
(See Exhibit B).
